OPA ANNOUNCEMENT 
COMES AS SURFRISE 


Result of Marketing of 
More Livestock Than 
Expected — Increases 


‘Had Been Predicted. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 (AP).— 
Fewer ration points will be re- 
quired for pork and many beef 
cuts beginning Sunday. The Of- 
fice of Price Administration, re- 
porting a larger civilian allotment 
of meat available for March than 
had been anticipated, announced 
the good news today. 

The increased supplies are con- 
fined to pork and beef. The point 
values of veal, lamb and mutton 
cuts are not changed, Butter will 
remain at 16 points a pound, and 
there is no change in the present 


_ values of cheese, lard and all other 
fats and dairy products. 

The War Food Administration 
said the adjustment in ration val- 
ues is designed to help reduce 
stocks of meat which, together 
with other perishables, are crowd- 
ing cold storage facilities. This 
is the season, it was explained, 
when room must be provided for 
the extra butter that will be pro- 
duced dutfing the spring and early 
summer, Additional room is need- 
ed also for eggs. 

Civilians’ Share Increased. 

Civilian allocation of meats has 
been increased by nearly 550 mil- 
lion pounds for the January-March 
quarter. Some of this extra allo- 
cation alréady has moved to con- 
sumers under the*special pork ra- 
tion cotipéns, but much of it still 
remains in storage. 

Only the values of spare ribs are 
unaffected in a general reduction 
of pork points. The cuts range 
from one to three points, bringing 
the average ration value of pork 
down to 1.7 points a pound. Beef 
cuts used for roasts, rib steaks 
and stews are also reduced. 

The point value of canned and 
ready-to-eat beef and pork items 
are reduced from 1 to 4 points, 
while many variety meats and 
some types of sausage also are 
decreased in ration cost. , 


Reductions Are Surprise. 

The reductions came as a sur- 
prise since the OPA had indicated 
that point values would be boosted 
steadily during the next few 
months. Marketing of more live- 
stock than had been anticipated 
was given as the principal reason 
for the reduction. 

“The lower meat point values 
also make full allowance to the 
housewife,” said Price Administra- 
tor Chester Bowles, “for the fact 
that with ration stamps now to 
be worth 10 points each, she gets 
one red point a week less to spend. 

“A Tirge share of the meat avail- 
able to civilians during March will 
be pork—in fact, pork will make 
up more than half of the month's 
total meat supply.” 

Bowles said the amount of pork 
which will be produced during the 
first two or three weeks of March 
“may be at record-breaking levels 
for this time of year.”

ice boards were ordered today by’ 


Col. Claude C, Earp, State Selec- 
tive Service director, to review the 
cases of all registrants in the 18- 
to-37 age group who are now’ de- 
ferred for occupational reasons. . 

This sweeping order, which fol- 
lows the President’s memorandum 
pointing out the acute need for 
increasing the personnel of the 
armed forces, has the effect of 
wiping out deferments granted to 
approximately 85,000 Missourians, 
pending reclassification. 

At the same time Col. Earp in- 
formed the 425 Missouri concerns 
that are operating under the re- 
placement schedule deferment plan 
that deferments previously granted 
to employes under 26 years of age 
have been canceled. From now 
on,, the notifications to the em- 
ployers stated, no employe under 
26 will be approved for a replace- 
ment deferment. : 


This applies to men subject to 
induction who- have been granted 
periods of deferment, ranging from 
one to six months, to enable their 
employers to train replacements. 

“This action is taken,” Col. Earp 
said, “pursuant to the President’s 
directive that all occupational de- 
ferments be reviewed with a view 
to making available the personnel 
required by the armed forces. 
While all cases are to be reviewed, 
particular attention must be given 
to registrants under 26 years of 
age.” 

The review and reclassification 
order to the local boards covers 
each of the four categories of oc- 
cupational deferment: 2-A, work- 
ers supporting the war effort; 
2-B, workers employed in a war 
plant; 2-C, farmers, and 3-C, farm- 
ers who have dependents. The 
latter classification recently was 
abolished, however.

MOSCOW, Feb. 29 (AP).—All 
territory held by the Germans in 
Northwest Russia is now threat- 
ened by the Red Army drive on 
Pskov and there is evidence that 
the transportation system in 
some places is becoming disorgan- 
ized, “dispatches. from the Baltic 
front reported today. 

(The British radio, quoting the 
Soviet army newspaper Red Star, 
said the Russians now were “fight- 
ing inside the German defenses 
around Pskov,” with advanced Red 
Army units “within sight of the 
fortréss city.” “The Germans are 
resisting fiercely, especially along 
the main road, and the Red Army 
has to fight hard for every vil- 
lage it takes,” said the broadcast.) 

With the vanguard of the Rus 
sian forces less than 12 miles 
away, Pskov was reported to be al- 
ready under fire from Red Army 
siege guns. 

A dispatch to Moscow from the 
Pskov front said that in many 
sectors the roads are so clogged 
with wrecked German transport, 
guns and tanks that special Soviet 
cleanup squads have been formed 
to clear them away to enable the 
Russians to march through on the 
heels of the retreating enemy. 

Farther south, Gen. M. M. 
Popov’s Second Baltic Army was 
reported smashing through an in- 
tricate network of German com- 
munication lines and fortifications 
northwest of Novosokolniki and 
just east of the border of the 
Latvian republic. At one point 
Russian troops were only 12 miles 
from the frontier. - This break- 
through, which has disorganized 
German defense plans and fighting 
lines, is seriously endangering 
Adolf Hitler’s plans in the north 
and may shortly have far-reaching 
results, one dispatch said.

ABOARD A BATTLESHIP OFF 
TRUK, Caroline Islands, Feb. 17 
(Delayed) (AP).—This task force 
of aircraft carriers and new bat- 
tleships —the greatest concentra- 
tion of naval striking power in 
history—has exploded the myth of 
Truk's impregnability. 

A surprise lightning-like strike 
out of a cloudy dawn by Hellcat 
fighters wiped out nearly. all the 
planes defending this kingpin 
Japanese fortress and supply base 
in the Caroline Islands. 

In all, 127 Japanese planes were 
destroyed in the air and 74 on the 
ground—a total of 201 planes de- 
stroyed. More than 50 additional 
planes were Wamaged on the 
ground, 

After the first fighter strike, a 
steady parade of Avenger corasie 
planes and new Helldiver dive 
bombers blasted targets at will for 
most of the two days. 

Now we are retiring with Truk’s 
lagoon well littered with sunken 
ships and burned-out hulks. 

Thirty-six ships were caught in 
the lagoon anchorages the first 
day. On the second, day 10 re- 
mained, Five there were left on 
the last strike’ before we pulled 
out. Carrier-based bombers set 
fire to fuel and ammunition 
dumps. 

(Adm. Chester W. Nimitz an-

that 23 Japanese ships were sunk, 
six probably sunk and 11 damaged 
in the two-day attack.)

Daring Rescue in Lagoon. 

A daring rescue of a Hellcat 
fighter pilot shot down inside the 
Truk lagoon demonstrated how 
thoroughly the Japanese were 
beaten. A cruiser’s scout sea- 
plane landed near the southern 
end of the lagoon, picked up the 
fighter pilot from his rubber life- 
raft and returned him safely while 
circling fighters protected the sea- 
plane. A Japanese destroyer hit 
by a bomb was burning fiercely 
near by. It fired on the rescuers 
but — to hit them. 

The first wave of attacking 
planes swept off the carriers in 
the predawn haze, climbing easily, 
forming precise patterns in the 
sky and disappearing over the 
horizon.

Hellcat Fighters Hit Guam. 


Helicat fighters were sent over 
Guam Island, 130 miles south of 
Saipan, to be sure Japanese planes 
from there would not interfere 
with the Saipan and Tinian at- 
tacks. These Hellcats were the 
first American planes to fly over 
the former United States navaj 
base since it was lost to the en- 
emy in December, 1941. 


The deadly accuracy of the an- 
tiaircraft fire, plus some fumbling 
by the Japanese, conclusively vin- 
dicated the decision of R. Adm. 
Marc A. Mitscher, task force com- 
mander, to push on in against the 
alerted enemy which held the ad- 
vantage of being able to use land- 
based planes against our ships. 

Not one American ship was 
damaged in the Japanese attacks 
which began before midnight and 
continued until 10 a. m. the next 
day. 

Frankly exultant, Adm. Mitscher, 
in a commendation message for 
all hands, said: 


“This attack was history mak- 
ing for daring and tenacity of ex- 
ecution.” 


Now that the attack is success- 
fully finished, it is easy to forget 
we knew very little of the num- 
bers and effectiveness of the 
planes Japan could send against 
us. It was satisfying to see how 
futile the enemy’s land-based 
planes attacked the force, 

Jap Plane Attack, 

A Japanese search plane spotted 
the task force early in the after- 
noon before the planned dawn at- 
tack the next day. Mitscher mes- 
saged: “Stand by for a fight to 
the finish.” 


One enemy plane made a pass /; 
on one United States carrier that 
made us gasp. Speeding low over 
the water, a twin-motored Mitsu- 
bishi aimed its nose through the 
blanket of black shell puffs, plain- 
ly trying to crash into the filat- 
top. On it came, crossing astern 
our ship through a screen for the 
carriers. Then the plane was 
caught in an ack-ack crossfire 
from four ships—our battleship, 
the carrier, a cruiser and a de- 
stroyer. I held my breath in hor- 
rible fascination as the bomber 
streaked closer, then when less 
than 100 yards from the carrier's 
port side, the bomber burst into 
flames, went into a slight climb, 
crossed above the plane-crowded 


carrier deck and hit the water in 
a pool‘of orange flame. 

A cheer arose from the men on 
our ship. It was the first kill by 
our ship’s gun crews in the day- 
light attacks. 

There was .one more “suicide 
run” by a Mitsubishi pilot later 
in the morning, trying to send a 


torpedo into a carrier and failing, PT 


then trying to crash into the car- 
rier’s hull. It, too, was caught 
in a deadly crossfire and crashed 
like a flaming cartwheel into the 
water uncomfortably close to 
screening cruisers, 

Then the enemy turned to dive 
bombing. After two had been 
shot down by 10 a, m. and others 
driven off by antiaircraft fire, the 
Japanese called it quits. 

By then, carrier planes had 
worked over Saipan and Tinian 
air fields, completely neutralizing 
the enemy's remaining air 
strength. 

An attack on Saipan was the 
high point on a 4800-mile trouble- 
hunting cruise through waters 
inclosed by Japanese bases by our 
fast heavyweight force. This is 
substantially the same outfit that 
stunned and paralyzed Truk in a 
surprise aerial 
Caroline Islands Feb, 16 and 17. 

Following up the Truk attack 
with the strike on the Marianas 
demonstrates how quickly the 
Navy has capitalized on the cap- 
ture of the Marshall Islands bases 
of Kwajalein and Eniwetok.

A small cargo ship and two 
barges were sunk off Duke of 
York Island, between New Britain 
and New Ireland, by Solomons air 
patrols, 

During the last 26 days 2205 
tons of bombs and hundreds of 
high-explosive naval shells have 
crashed down on Rabaul’s five 
airports, harbor and ground in- 
stallations. 

Capt. Arleigh T. (30-Knot) 
Burke, whose dashing destroyer 
force has helped sweep the seas 
almost clean of Japanese shipping 
around New Britain and nearby 
New Ireland, expressed the belief 
that Tokyo has abandoned hope 
of saving the two big, jungle-cov- 
ered islands, and will leave the

ew Britain and New Ireland this 
week and last week, convinced me

Admiralty Islands Hit.

“The exercises constituted a por- 
tion of the continuing program 
whereby American personne! is 
being trained in the United King- 
dom for amphibious operations 
against the continent.” 

Two-Day Program. 
The program lasted two days 
and Russian officers “participated 
freely” in it, They are now back 
in London, 

“They studied the assault weap- 
ons, various types of landing craft 
and methods of training,” the an- 
nouncement said. 

The Russians’ many questions 
were relayed by interpreters to 
experts in the American services 
who explained technical points, 
and the plan of exercises with 
maps and charts. 

“The-Soviet naval officers were 
given their’ first ride in ‘ducks’ 
from training beaches.

played keen interest In the tech- 
niques of amphibious warfare 
which have developed rapidly as 
a result of experience in the Pa- 
cific, .North Africa, Sicily and 
Italy.

ROOSEVELT SEEKS 
GOOD NEIGHBOR’ 
PLAN EXPANSION 


Asks Congress, in One 


Sentence, to Authorize 
Its Extension to Other 
Parts of World. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 (AP).—~ 
President Roosevelt wants con< 
gressional action which will ex- 
tend to other parts of the world 
the “good neighbor” program 
which this ,country has developed 
as a basis for relations with the 


Western Hemisphere republics. 

Transmitting to Congress a set 
of documents prepared by acting 
Secretary of State Edward R, 
Stettinius—which were not imme- 
diately made public—the Presi- 
dent said in a one-sentence mes- 
sare: 

“I commend to the favorable 
consideration of the Congress the 
enclosed report from the acting 
Secretary of State with an ac- 
companying memorandum, to the 
end that the act approved Aug. 9, 
1939, entitled “An act to authorize 
the President to render closer and 
more effective the relationship be- 
tween the American republics’ may 
be amended to permit the develop- 
ment of similar programs of mu- 
tual understanding and ra- 
tion with other parts of the world.” 

The act referred to is the “Good 
Neighbor” Act. 

This act authorized the Prest- 
dent to use such agencies of the 
Government as he found necessary 
in carrying out the reciprocal un- 
dertakings and co-operative ace 
tivities subscribed to by the 
American republics at the Western 
Hemisphere peace maintenance 
conference held at Buenos Aires in 
1936 and at a subsequent interna- 
tional conference at Lima, Peru, in 
1938. 

Under provisions of the law, the 
President was able to act positive- 
ly to further develop closer cul- 
tural, scientific and educational re- 
lations between the United States 
and the other countries in this 
hemisphere. 

In two other messages sent to 
Congress today the President 
asked for favorable action on a 
proposal to provide two additional 
Assistant Secretaries of State, and 
proposed legislation to amend the 
law grading and classifying clerks 
in the foreign service.

The military article of the pro- 
posed Constitution was the first 
of the articles put into final 
shape.

Over-All Value 4.2 Points. 


The over-all average ration value 

of meat in March will be 4.2 points 
@ pound as compared with an'av- 
erage of about five points in Feb- 
ruary. 
The revision of meat values 
takes into account, the agency 
explained, that from now on each 
individual will have 60 red points 
to spend each month on rationed 
meats and fats, or four points less 
than in the past. 

The OPA estimated that not- 
withstanding this reduction in the 
number of points the meat ration 
in March will be about 8 per cent 
greater than in February. 

The retail supply of pork dur- 
ing March is expected to be about 
650 million pounds, OPA said, or 
more than half the month’s total 
of rationed meats, There will be 
about 5 per cent more beef than 
the 430,000,000 pounds available 
this month, it wag estimated. 

In miaintaining present values 
on butter, lard and dairy products, 
OPA said that consumer demand 
had just about equaled the civil- 
ian allocation of these products 
during February, “thus making it 
unnecessary to revise point values 
for March.”

SINK 14 MORE 
JAPANESE SHIPS 


Total of 189 Enemy Ves- 
sels Sunk, Probably

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 (AP).— 
Destruction of 14 Japanese vessels 
by American submarines was an- 
nounced today by Secretary of the 
Navy Knox, 

The sinkings, Knox said, includ- 
ed 11 medium cargo vessels, a small 
cargo vessel, a cargo transport and 
a large tanker. They brought to 
461 the number of Japanese ships 


of all types sunk by American sub- 
marines. In addition, 36 are listed 
as probably sunk and 114 dam- 
aged, 

Knox also reported that for the 
month of February, not including 
today, Japanese shipping losses 
caused by all types of American 
action totaled 128 vessels sunk, 18 
of them warships; eight probably 
sunk, including one warship, and 
53 damaged, of which three were 
warships. 

“American submarines are doing 
an increasingly skillful job,” he 
said. 

Knox added that our submarine 
activities have been growing more 
successful regularly and that Jap- 
anese ship losses from other causes 
also have been mounting. 

“Well over three million tons of 
Japanese merchant shipping,” he 
said, “have been sunk by all 
causes.” | 

It hag been estimated that the 
Japanese started the war with 
7,500,000 tons of merchant ship- 
ping. 

He said American submarine 
losses for the whole period of the 
war have been surprisingly small. 

Asked. about Axis radio reports 
that an American attack is con- 
tinuing on Guam, Knox described 
them as “just a misstatement for 
propaganda purposes.” 


U. §. AND CANADA TO DIVIDE 
JAPAN'S SHARE OF SEAL CATCH 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29 (AP). 
— Legislation giving effect to a 
provisional fur seal agreement of 
1942 between the United States 
and Canada has been approved by 
President Roosevelt. 

The measure is designed to pro- 
tect the fur seals of the Pribilof 
Islands which have been :unpro- 
tected on the high seas since 
Japan's abrogation, in October, 
1941, of the convention of 1911 to 
which the United States, 
Britain, Russia and Japan were 
parties. 

The provisional agreement, im- 
plemented by the bill approved 
yesterday, was entered into by the 
United States and Canada as a 
temporary arrangement to pro- 
tect the interests of the United 
States and Canada in the fur seal 
resources of the North Pacific and 
in the herds of the Pribilof Is- 
lands. 
. Under the agreement, Canada’s 

share of skins taken annually on 
the Pribilof Islands was increased 
from 15 to 20 per cent, Canada to 
receive one-third and the United 
States two-thirds of the 15 per cent 
formerly allotted to Japan. The 
United States gets 80 per cent of 
all skins.

UBLIC disgrace of a couple of war lords may assuage, tempo- 
rarily, popular Japanese dismay over the successive hammer 
blows of the Gilberts and Marshalls conquests, steady tighten- 


ing of the noose around Rabaul and the spectacular strike at Truk. 
- But the kind of misdry the cocky little empire is now beginning 
to feel is far too doep-Seated to be relieved by any such palliative. 


Perhaps there was mismanagement in Truk’s air defenses. 


Cer- 


tainly the weaknesses in Japanese reconnaissance seem to have been 
revealed by the undetected approach of our raiders. 


But even such human weaknesses as may have conspired to help 
us score this astorishingly cheap success were not merely accidental, 
as were those which contributed to our own. losses at Pearl Harbor. 
The human weaknessts of the Japanese, like their deficiencies in 
materiel, are inherent and incorrigible. 


There is, specifically, their weak- 
ness in air crew. All things con- 
sidered, our planes‘are better than 


for the ricidulous ease with which 
we slapped Truk’'s air defenders 
down on the first day of the 
strike. On a numerical basis, 
Japanese air strengt’: in the area 
must have exceeded ours. Per- 
haps we caught the base when it 
had been temporarily drained of 
its normally formidable air 
atrength to supply deficiencies 
produced by the stepped-up tempo 
of the war in the Solomons-New 
Britain area. But the most likely 
explanation is that our carrier 
flyera once more demonstrated 
their overwhelming qualitative su- 
periority over the average Japa- 
nese pilot. 

Firing ‘the war lords won't fix 
that, nor will it compensate for 
the still more serious handicaps 
under which tne Japanese suffer. 


Japanese Lacking in Power. 


Making all allowance for such 
elements as fighting spirit, luck, 
surprise, shrewd planning and 


sheer tactical brilliance, the prin-' 


cipal ingredient of amphibious 
war is old-fashioned power. 

At this stage of the game, and 
so long as we stick to our Cen- 
tral Pacific island-hopping, the 
Japanese are, and will remain, 
oulpowered.

Everyone 
who knows the fanatic fighting 
qualities of the excellent Japa- 
nese Navy will agree with Secre-

It avoids action because it hasn't 
got the power to meet our ad- 
vancing amphibious,forces on any- 
thing like equal terms.

“Have faith in your Navy,” say 
Tokyo's leaders to their people..

Copies of the letter were turned 
over to the Allied Control Com- 
mission for transmission to United 
States Secretary of State Cordell 
Hull and Soviet Foreign Com- 
missar Vyacheslav Molotov.

The British announcement was 
prompted, it is believed, by vari- 
‘ous allegations that famine _ in 
upper Egypt was due to Allied 
troops consuming Egyptian grain 
and produce. The British point out

'200-Mile Advance. 


The world’s most dangerous ma- 
larial mosquito, the Anopheles 
'Gambia, not only has appeared in 
the greatest strength in Upper 
Egypt since the epidemic there in 
/1942, but since then has made a 
200-mile advance northward down 
the rich Nile valley. In 1942 the 
most northern vicinity § affected 
was Isna, 450 miles from Cairo, 
This year it has appeared as fa 
north as Assiut, 250 miles from 
‘Cairo. It was because of this epi- 
demic that the winter resorts of 
Assuan and Luxor were put out of 
bounds to Allied troops last au- 
‘tumn through December-—a bar 
‘which led to the rumor that the 
‘Cairo conference would be held at 
| Luxor. 

_ British malarial experts do not 
believe .there is strong likelihood 
‘that the Gambia mosquito might 
| reach Cairo and the Delta region 
this summer unless there happens 
‘to be an abnormaliy hot season. 
‘They do not write off the possi- 
bility, however, that the Mosquito 
‘might, through a number of gen- 
erations, acclimatize itself to the 
lower temperatures of the Lower 
‘Nile, should its advance north 
|ward not be checked in time, 
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Meantime, the devastation 
caused by the malarial plague 
sweeping Upper Egypt is causing 
the Egyptian government serious 
worry. There is famine, poverty 
and want on an extensive scale 


not only because of the death toll 


among Upper Egypt's farmers, the 
Fellaheen, but because those who 
do not die are too weak to work 
in the fields, and famine comes 
through labor shortage. 
‘Hitchhiking’ Mosquitoes. 

Various reasons are given for 
the presence in Upper Egypt of 
the West African Gambia mos- 
quito. Some Egyptians have sug- 
gested that the insects hitchhiked 
in Allied planes of the trans- 
African route. British and Amer- 
ican experts believe this is an ex- 
tremely unlikely explanation and 
Say that the Anopheles always ex- 
isted in Upper Egypt and. came 
out in strength this year owing 
to an abnormally hot summer. 

British official quarters, in ane 
nouncing their offer of ald to the 
Egyptian Government for combat- 
ing the Gambria mosquito and 
malaria in upper Egypt, revealed 
instances of previous offers and 
material aid given. 

A year ago,. these quarters say, 
British and American authorities 
arranged for the supply to Egyp- 
lian Government of materials for 
combating the mosquito and treat- 
ing malaria. Paris green for spray- 
ing podls of still water, where the 
mosquitos breed, and pyrethrum 
and atabrin tablets were turned 
over to the Egyptian Government, 
although there is a world shortage 
in these items. 

Since then, Allied sources say, 
further supplies have been given 
to the Egyptian Government, 
bringing the total to date to 8,500.- 
000 atabrin tablets, 49 tons of 
paris green and 4750 galions of 
finished spray. The British now

A Gain for War Profiteers 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

My sincere congratulations to Cartoon- 
ist Fitzpatrick and your editorial staff 
for your realistic stand on the tax bill. 

The whole congressional fiasco was 
an organized attempt by the Southern 
Democrats in coalition with Republicans 
to discredit F. D. R. The tax bill, at 
$10,000,000 per hour (that’s what this 
war cost us), pays for less than 10 days 
of fighting.

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Toward a Simple Tax Law 

Those who have struggled with this year's 
four-page’ income-tax blank, with its double col- 
umns, additional pages of small-type instructions 
and extra schedules, will be gratified by the an- 
nouncement of congressional leaders that sim- 
plification of the tax law is under way in earnest. 
Chairman Doughton of the House Ways and 
Means Committee says a “streamlined” bill will 
be ready for presentation to the House in about 
two weeks.

Taylor Henry, Associated Press correspondent 
interned for more than a year in Prison Burope, 
writes imperatively from Lisbon: A secrét army 
of 100,000 Frenchmen begs for American guns, 
American bullets, Bands of French youths have 
taken to the woods, have, chosen as leaders the 
strongest and wisest among them. They strike, 
as the Rangers of our own early history must 
have done, at those who despoil their homeland 
and mock their heritage. 

It is intimate knowledge of their work, their 
desperation, their value and their valor that has 
led the Consultative Assembly in Algiers to pass 
resolution after resolution toward their arm- 
ing. It is understanding of the ‘errible odds 
against them, and their unquartered dedication 
to the destruction of Fascism, that led Charles 
de Gaulle to ask Mr. Churchill at Marrakesh to 
put weapons into their hands. It is comparison 
of their deeds with those of the Yugoslav Parti- 
sans that has caused persons in this country to 
question our hesitancy to give them aid. Do 
not the British arm the men of Gen. Tito? 

These tales of old-young men who fight with 
what is at hand tempt recollection of Robin Hood, 
or the exploits of the tall, strong men of Bur- 
gundy, or perhaps of those proudly impertinent 
ones who thrust the tricolor cockade into the 
King’s fine cap at the Hotel de Ville one unfor- 
gotten day in July. ‘ 

In the unkind mountains beyond high, hand- 
some Grenoble, rising, a haughty fortress, above 
the Isere, these men live almost like animals, 
striking when they have strength to do so. They 
know every rock and eopse on the Puy-de-Dome 
and every wrinkle in the soft hills about Cler- 
mont-Ferrand, because to know them is the dif- 
ference between living and dying. They know 
the sluggish marshes south and west of Lille, the 
hedgerows near-by, and how best to slip into that 
town of thread and steel to work at sabotage 
in peasant’s guise.

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Delays on Soldiers’ Claims 

Red-tape delays in the settlement of veterans’ 
compensation should not be tolerated, and some 
means should be devised to tide the returning 
soldier over whatever length of time is required 
for expeditious action on his claim. 

The basic difficulty confronting service men 
to whom compensation is due was stated here 
last week by the national commander of the 
American Legion, Warren H. Atherton. He said 
that in 1537 battle-casualty cases, the Legion had 
found the veterans were forced to wait four 
months on the average—as long as seven months 
in some instances—between the time their serv- 
ice pay and dependents’ allotments stopped and 
the time they received their compensation set- 
tlement. In this interim of hardship, many of 
them had to turn to charity for subsistence, he 
said. Mr. Atherton said the situation has im- 
proved as a result of disclosure of the facts. But 
much is still to be accomplished before the man- 
ner in which returning soldiers are being han-

The Danger in Ending War Contracts

Delay and uncertainty in payment of Government's obligations 
would tie up huge industries and promote depression, newspaper - 
asserts; recommends extension of guaranteed Federal loans into 
postwar period to help finance transition to civilian production.

That the termination of war contracts is 
the first job of economic demobilization was 
the testimony of Bernard M. Baruch in tes- 
tifying before the special House Committee 
on postwar economic policy and planning. 
Without speed and finality in this matter, 
we should be “legislating a depression,” in 
the words of the Baruch-Hancock report. 


We agree, Think of what would happen 
in the absence of prompt and definitive 
settlements. Vast sums would be tied up 
at the close of hostilities, and business 
would thus be deprived of billions of dol- 
lars of working capital essential to keep 
the wheels of industry going. 


Fear that the terms of settlement might 
be changed would make prime contractors 
hegitant to pay subcontractors, and subcon- 
tractors in turn would hesitate to pay their 
suppliers. All this would add up to depres- 
sion, . 

It is for this reason that Messrs. Baruch 
and Hancock were concerned lest the legis- 
lature would require the Comptroller Gen- 
eral’s audit on war settlements as the con- 
dition of final payments. Audit would be 
time-consuming and administratively in- 
feasible, 


To Guard Against Fraud 


Moreover, uncertainty regarding the 
terms of final settlement would hold up 
payments all along the line, The net re- 
sult would be tremendous losses for every- 
body, with only limited and problematical 
gains to the Treasury. 


With adequate provisions for auditing for 
detection of frauds, the Government’s in- 
terests would be protected sufficiently, and 
the interests of the nation would be much 
better served by permitting settlements to 
be finally negotiated by the procuring agen- 
cies of the Government. 


But even the most expeditious procedure 
takes time. Consequently, provisions for 
putting cash at the disposal of contractors 
and subcontractors during the waiting peri- 
od, and thus facilitating a return to peace- 
time business, are called for, 

The Baruch-Hancock report calls, accord- 
ingly, for an extension and elaboration of 
the existing system of guaranteed V and 
VT loans, If such loans cannot be obtained 
within 30 days from local banks, the Gov- 
ernment, through the procuring agencies, 
would be authorized to make loans directly 
or to make partial payments as a loan 
against settlements. 

Legislation would be required to validate 
extension of the proposed T loans, guaran- 
teed to the extent of 90 per cent by Govern- 
ment procurement agencies, They would be 


essentially the same as the guaranteed loans 
now used to assist war production, but they 
would be available after the termination of 
contracts, and open to all contractors and 
subcontractors who had previously been 
engaged on war orders, 


The proposed extension Into the postwar 
period of the system of guaranteed loans 
raises an issue of highly controversial 
character concerning which there is likely 
to be a great deal of discussion in the days 
to come. Carried to extremes, of course, 
the guaranteeing of loans by the Govern- 
ment would imperil the existence of our 
private banking system. In fact, an alarm 
has recently been sounded to that effect by 
the Federal Deposit Insurance Corporation. 


Banks Would Participate 


But, employed judiciously, there appears 
to be a need for this type of credit accom- 
modation in the uncertain period of transi- 
tion from war to peace, Without guaran- 
teed loans, it seems likely that the Govern- 
ment would expand the scope of direct 
lending to industry. Hence participation 
by the banks even to a limited extent in 
emergency lending made possible by Gov- 
ernment guarantees may be a safeguard 
against Government encroachment. 


On the subject of contract termination, 
there is apparently no conflict of views or 
lack of co-operation between the represen- 
tatives of the executive and the legislative 
branches of Government, ° 


Senator Murray says that the report 
entirely supports his own contract termina- 
tion bill. 


And the Baruch-Hancock report declares 
that “our major objectives requiring legis- 
lation in connection with contract termina- 
tion are met by the bill prepared by the 
committees of Senators George and Mur- 
ray.” 

However the Baruch-Hancock program is 
not designed for future use but for imme- 
diate employment. That holds true also 
for the major features of the contract-ter- 
mination proposals, The Joint Contract 
Termination Board is already functioning 
under a chairman independent of the pro- 
curement agencies. 


The policies recommefided have been 
worked out by that board and most of the 
program can be put into effect immediate- 
ly, although legislation is necessary to make 
it fully effective, It should be added, how- 
ever, that legislation is desirable to make 
sure that the general policies approved by 
responsible executive agencies will not be 
subject to radical changes in the future,

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13 Who Triumphed Over Odds 
To Achieve High Distinction 


“13 Against the Odds,”’ by Edwin R. Embree. (Vike 
ing Press, New York.) 

Some readers may be prejudiced against 
this book because its title is so obvious a 
take-off on William Bolitho’s memorable 
“Twelve Against the Gods.” However, the 
superficial cleverness of Mr. Embree’s title 
is surpassed by its aptness. For he is tell- 
ing the stories of 13 men and women, Amer~ 
ican Negroes, who have indeed been up 
egainst the odds—the handicaps and pre}j- 
udices to which their race is still subject 
—and have overcome them to earn high 
distinction in varied fields. 

His 13 subjects were chosen as the out- 
standing American Negroes by a panel of 
200 persons, colored and white, who know 
the group, its problems and its achieve 
ments. The author, as president of the 
Rosenwald Fund for the last 15 years and 
a close student of race relations, also knows 
the group intimately. While his style is at 
times bromidic and mawkish, he tells the 
stories well and does not omit the adverse 
oe which some of the 13 have re 
ceived.

The chief impression left by the book is 
of the obstacles these persons have over« 
come-—the lowly beginnings of the majority, 
and their long struggles for recognition, 
Early poverty is an almost universal pat- 
tern. In the case of the honored scientist, 
George Washington Carver, the beginning 
was in slavery. Mrs. Mary MacLeod 
Bethune, educational leader and college 
founder, was once a field hand on a South 
Carolina plantation, Marian Anderson 
scrubbed steps for Philadelphia housewives, 
and her first musical training was financed 
by collectiong taken at her church. 

Richard Wright, the novelist, was a por 
ter, errand boy and dishwasher. Charies S, 
Johnson, social scientist at Fisk University, 
was a stevedore and ditch-digger. Langston 
Hughes, the poet, cleaned spittoons. Morde- 
cai W. Johnson, president of Howard Uni- 
versity, ran a fried-fish stand and worked 
as a printer. Joe Louis, son of share 
croppers, sold papers and delivered ice,

The author presents these careers frank- 
ly as success stories, far from typical. Bach 
subject is one in a million, he says, and 
the others of the 13,000,000 Negroes are 
“still below the American average in al- 
most every phase of life.” The 13 are pio- 
neers, in the same tradition as those earlier 
white Americans who wrested a living from 
an unfriendly soil and laid our national 
foundations. And each, in demonstrating 
the talent of the American Negro, is pre- 
paring the way for greater opportunity for 


others of his people.

PREVENTION OF CRIME 
STARTS IN HIGH GHAI 


Parents Blamed for Juvenile 
Delinquency at Temple 
Israel Meeting. 


(Picture in Everyday Magazine.) 
That juvenile delinquency is 


basically a problem of parental 
delinquency and must be ap- 
proached from that angle, was the 
general conclusion reached at an 
open forum sponsored by the 
Temple Israel] Brotherhood at 
Temple Israel House, 5017 Wash- 
ington boulevard, last night. 
Judge Michael Scott of the Ju- 
venile Court, leading off the dis- 
cussion, tald the audience of about 
200 that 90 per cent of the cases 
of so-called delinquency are trace- 
able to a broken home which may 
have come about by death, divorce, 
separation or full time employ- 
ment of both parents. The result 
is that children are left without 
adequate supervision and their na- 
tural energies lead them into some 
infraction of the law. 

“The prevention of crime starts 
in the high chair and not in the 
electric chair,” he said. 

What Draft Cali Reveals. 
Col. John J. Griffin, chairman 
of the Associated Draft Boards of 
St. Louis and St. Louis County as- 
serted that 35 per cent of all 
young men 18 years of age called 
up by Selective Service were re- 
jected for physical unfitness. Call- 
ing this situation a “terrible in- 
dictment of the American way of 
liying for the past generation,” 
he attributed it to an era of 
empty churches and filled tav- 
erns, licentious shows on stage 
and screen and a feeling that de- 
cency and honesty were old- 
fashioned. ~ — 

Frank X. Reller, Chief Proba-;

He. expressed pride in the fact 
that last year St. Louis experi- 
enced a seven and one-half per 
cent reduction in juvenile delin- 
quents at a time when the nation- 
wide trend was on the increase. 
Police Aid to Juveniles. 
He gave much of the credit for 
this accomplishment to the St. 
Louis Juvenile Division of the 
Police Department in making 
available recreational and ath- 
letic facilities to under-privileged 
boys and girls in each of the 
police districts. He also paid trib- 
ute to the St. Louis Juvenile Com- 
mission in working to open school 
buildings as recreational centers 
in the evenings where the entire 
family could find wholesome fun 
and relaxation.

“What would you 
recommend for pepping up attendance at the Sunday School, 
etc? A church occupies a very expensive real estate site, 
so we'd like to make ours return greater dividends to the 


community.” 
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THE SUNDAY. SCHOOL is the most important part of | 


the church, so I advised Rodney to enlist the aid of some- 
body with a projection motion picture machine and run a 
10-minute educational movie promptly at 9:30 on Sunday 
morning. This will stimulate the children to attend promptly 
and also cause them to bring their friends. I know of an 
Evanston church which used this method with admirable 
results. It almost doubled the attendance in one year and 
brought the children out promptly. Inject more competition, 
too, for it is the human yeast that adds zest to religious 
activity as well as sports and business. Without it, things are 
as flat as unleavened bread. I urged Rodney to divide the 
Sunday school into sections and then run a contest that 
would be simple to tabulate. Pick out 100 people who attend 
very seldom if ever. Divide these names between the two 
competing groups, Then allot 5 points for each one brought 
out for Sunday school. Make the contest short—say four 
weeks, and pay off quickly after its completion for children 
need their rewards the sooner the better.

Two cups flour, two teaspoons 
baking powder, one-half cup &#u- 
gwar, one-quarter teaspoon salt, 
one-half cup peanut butter, one 
tablespoon shortening, one egg, 
beaten; one and one-quarter cups 
milk, one teaspoon.grated orange 
rind, one-half cup raisins. 

Sift dry ingredients together. 
Add peanut butter and shortening 
and cut into dry ingredients with 
a fork. Add egg and milk, orange 
rind and beat well. Add raisins 
and mix thoroughly. Pour into a 
well greased 844x4%x2%-inch loaf 
pan. Let stand 20 minutes. Bake 
at 350 degrees F. for 60-70 min- 
utes, or until it tests done, 
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HERE ARE CUP CAKES that 
can be made in less than half the 
time we thought was required for 
their making, and they are just 
as delicate and light and good to 
eat as though the old-time slow 
method was used. Be sure not to 
overbake, 

Nutty Topped Cup Cakes. 

One-quarter cup shortening, 
one-half cup sugar,.one egg, one- 
half cup milk, three-quarters tea- 
spoon vanilla, one and one-quarter 
cups sifted cake flour, two tea- 
spoons baking powder, one-quarter 
teaspoon salt.

T’S been said often that the 
| United States is a nation of good 

cooks. This is true partly be- 
cause we have lured to our shores 
many famous foreign chefs, and 
their culinary secrets have be- 
come a part of our own cooking 
patterns, 

Many of us have failed, how- 
ever, to take advantage of the 
fact that we are surrounded by 
American neighbors of foreign 
background, perhaps quite differ- 
ent from our own, If we could 
know their food secrets we'd 
stand a far better chance of en- 
livening our wartime meals. 

Here’s an economical, almost 
point-free Danish dish. 

Calves’ Hearts. 

Two calves’ hearts; 4 slices of 
bacon; salt to taste; half pint light 
cream; milk, if necessary; two 
tablespoons flour; four table- 
spoons sherry. 

Cut hearts in two, remove all 
sinew and white center. Fry ba- 
con slices in iron pot, Remove 
bacon and brown heart halves on 
all sides in the fat. Return bacon 
to the pot. Add salt and cream 
nd cook over very low heat for 
wo hours. Add milk, if neces- 
sary. Remove hearts. Skim off 


fat and combine with flour. Add 
sherry and stock from hearts and 
stir until slightly thickened. Pour 
sauce over hear

On the economical gourmet 
side, Norway offers us, among 
other things, the potato cakes il- 
lustrated here. My suggestion is 
that we use them, filled, for an 
entree. For instance, apread them 
with a mixture of finely chopped 
spinach and a few mushrooms, 
held together with a bit of cream. 
Then roll them up, place in a 
shallow pan, sprinkle with cheese 
and brown them under the flame. 
Or stuff them wth chopped left- 
over meat in a fairly stiff cream 
sauce. 

Norwegian Potato Cakes, 

Five medium-sized boiled pota- 
toes; one cup barley flour; salt 
to taste. 

Put the eold, boiled potatoes 
through the meat grinder, Mix 
them with flour and salt. Form 
into big cakes about a quarter of 
an inch thick (or even thinner, 
if you can manage). Fry on a 
greased griddle over a low flame, 
browning both sides. Roll up as 
illustrated, stuffing them if you 
care to.

P cause, the effects and the 
treatment of rheumatic 
fever,” writes a correspondent, in 
Richmond, Virginia. It is a very 
good question to which every 
parent should know the answers. 
I could wish that we had as good, 
efficient and active a National 
Foundation against rheumatic 
fever as we have against infantile 
paralysis. Rheumatic fever is far 
the more dangerous to youth. It 
is a killer—more deadly@than ‘in- 
fantile peralysis and more crip- 
pling, although because its crip- 
pling effects are interna) and hid- 
den, they are not in the public eye 
s0 much as infantile. But they 
are the more treacherous for that 
very reason, Rheumatic fever is 
commoner, more widespread and 
affects more people than infantile 
paralysis. It is estimated there 
are 260,000 new cases every year 
in the United States..

MY CORRESPONDENT wants 
to know the cause first, and that 
is the most difficult part of her 
inguiry. We know it is a germ, 
but it has not been certainly iden- 
tified. It probably gets into the 
system through the tonsils, Most 
cases occur in the late winter or 
early spring, the season of most 
frequent respiratory infection. 
Geography and climate play an 
important role in causation. 

It is a disease of the temperate 
zone, stopping at the sub-tropics, 
especially of damp climates, on 
the ocean front, around water 
courses, where rain, damp and fog 
are prevalent. It is predominantly 
a disease of the poor, the ratio in 
New York City, as reported by Co- 
burn, being 20 to 1 of poor and 
well-to-do. So nutrition may play 
a predisposing role. 

heumatic fever fs exactly the 
right name for it. Acute articular 
rheumatism is another name, but 
is inadequate because it does not 
always affect the joints. And rheu- 
matism means nearly anything 
from Grandpa’s cracking joints to 
crippling arthritis. 

This condition does not affect 
Grandpa, It is a disease of child- 
hood, which is one reason it is so 
{important a health problem. And 
while it affects the joints in the 
acute, feverish stage, it never crip- 
ples them. 

It should be considered as of 
two forms—the acute stage and 
the consequences. The acute at- 
tack comes on with overwhelming 
suddenness — the child 4s pros- 
trated with fever, sweats and 
swelling and pain in the joints. 
Sometimes the joints are not in- 
volved and these make puzzling 
cases. ,

THIS ACUTE ATTACK iasts 
for only a few days or at most a 
few weeks. The treatment of the 
acute attack is simple with salicy- 
lates and heat and moderate 
splinting to the joints. 

But it is the complications 
which make rheumatic fever the 
great health problem, These com- 
plications affect the heart and 
pericardial gac. They cause no 

ain and at first no crippling. The 
ndividual may go through a busy 
youth and early middle age and 
become disabled only at the age of 
40 from that old childhood dis- 
ease, 

The means we have for combat- 
ing these late sequels are two. 
First; detection of the heart dam- 
age early—that is during or soon 
after the acute attack, so that 
protective care can be exercised. 
In this we gain a great deal of 
help from modern electro-cardio- 
graph measurefients of the heart 
beat. ‘The other is a long period 
of rest in bed. This should be in- 
stituted in all patients with rheu- 
matic fever. Certainly in every- 
one where the slightest suspicion 
of heart damage is aroused.

Proper Preparation of the Soil Means Bigger and Better Victory Vegetables 


ETERANS of the 1943 Home 
Garden Campaigns are now 
making plans for a 1944 of- 
fensive that promises better eat- 
ing, bigger crops and, if possible, 
less time on maneuvers than last 


year. St. Louis rated way up on | 


the nation’s 1948 list for home- 
grown vegetables, This year the 
urgency,is even greater and great- 
er success igs sure. The weather 
can’t be more against vs than it 
was last season; the soil is in bet- 
ter condition thanks to the work- 
out it received and we have the 
extra advantages of some tested 
new tactics for soil-handling, seed- 
selecting, fertilizing and working 
from the agricultural experts. 
Progress in the science of grow- 
ing things has made some helpful 
changes in the manuals for gar- 
deners. 

Good soil is our assurance of 
victory. If you could go out the 
back door and stake out a rich, 
loose, loamy soil for your cam- 
paign,; success would be in the 
bag. But the clay in our backyards 
is something we're up against, 

The strategy to make heavy, 
tight soil easier to work and easier 
for the plants to grow in, has just 
three fundamentals. Add organic 
matter; add nutrients, and shake 
t up! 

Let’s settle this organic matter 
question first. Most of our gar- 
dens have no topsoil, I mean that 
gardener’s definition of top soil; 
loose, rich black stuff that looks 
like grated chocolate, is full of 
plant nutrients, holds moisture 
well and never bakes to a hard 
crust. Close along the Missouri 
and Mississippi rivers, the earth 
is covered inches deep with soil 
that is the grower’s ideal. But in 
most of our city and county yards 
the soil picture presents a lively 


challenge, 
G years of decaying vegetation 

piling up, or the storing up of 
good soil from the overflow of 
rivers. It’s up to us to make top- 
soil in our gardens and the more 
the better, Decaying vegetation 
is the answer; just another way 
Of saying organic matter, or hu- 
mus, a 

Rotted grass cuttings, old leaves 
and plants and dead weeds are the 
cheapest way to add organic mat- 
ter to the soil; Peat moss or to- 
bacco mulch is excellent and luck- 
ily priced more reasonably than 
last year. Rotted stable manure of 
any kind is something the veteran 
garden campaigners consider a 
rea] treasure. 

Its doubtful if you can go too 
far in your campaign to add hu- 
mus to a heavy clay soil. Just as 
soon as possible get a layer of any 
kind and any mixture of organic 
matter onto your garden to be 
spaded in and under as soon as 
the soil is dry enough for working. 

Now for the nutrients, food in 
the soil to make the plants grow 
well and quickly. The soil chem- 
ists and plant biologists have 
proven some startling facts In the 
past few years, Their books would

be as fascinating as your favorite 
detective yarn if the language 
were less scientific and crammed 
with chemical formulas. Luckily 
for us the tactics suggested by the 
experts are easy for any rookie to 
follow. And the results are better 
growing and better tasting vege- 
tables that offer more nourish- 
ment, 


Have you noticed that chemical 
fertilizers and balanced plant 
foods have a set of three numbers 
stamped on the package? Accord- 
i to Government specification, 
5-10-5 is what they'll say this year. 
Those figures stand for the pro- 
portions of nitrogen, phosphorus 
and potash in the mixture, The 
soil experts have studied how these 
three chemicals act in the ground 
as they dissolve and become plant 
foods. 

The nitrogen is apt to seep up- 
wards towards the surface and 
then is washed down again by 
rains. The phosphorus and the 
potash stay put pretty well, dis- 
solving where they are placed. 

It is up to you to get that plant 
food where the roots will find it, 
from the time the seedlings start 
to grow and on, as their roots go 
down into the soil, Does it make 
sense to just add the fertilizer to 


the inch or two of top soil? No! 
Do you want*more beans, toma- 
toes, spinach and all the rest of 
the good eating, from the same- 
size garden this year? Yes! Then 
practice some armchair strategy 
first and get your notes in your 
garden book on the “how” and the 
“how much” fertilizer your garden 
will need this year, Count on 
about 50 pounds of balanced plant 
food or chemical fertilizer for a 
garden of 1000 square feet, Fig- 
ure on using half of it with that 
layer of organic matter you're go- 
ing to dig under; save the rest for 
use during the growing season. 


Shake it up! The ideal garden 
soil is granular, spongy, open! It 
lets the water through the sur- 
face; it allows the air to circu- 
late down around the plant roots. 
Sand, coal ashes and crushed lime- 
stone are three good allies to keep 
our garden soils loose. I like the 
last two best, and here’s why. 
Sand particles are  sharp-cut, 
smooth bits that cannot hold mois- 
ture. Now look at some fine coal 
ash under a magnifying glass. 
You'll notice that it looks like a 
sponge, full of ins and outs around 
which moisture and air may cling. 
Doesn't that sound like a good ally 
for loosening our clay soil! 


There’s the possibility that soft 
coal ashes may be slightly acid. 
To check-that possible fault, let 
the ashes get a thorough soaking 
out of doors in the rain or with 
your hose. Any acids will be 
leached or washed out. You save 
this this extra job, if you want, 
by adding a little more crushed 
limestone when you throw the 
ashes onto the garden surface. 
How much ashes? Well, toss away 
or break up the clinkers and add 
two or three inches of ashes over 
the garden,

RUSHED limestone must be 
C added to a clay soll every few 

years to keep the soil from be- 
coming too “acid” for the vege- 
tables we want to grow. That’s 
just one of its ways of working for 
us. The effects. of crushed lime- 
stone as a soil conditioner provide 
an important chemical warfare of- 
fensive to break up hard-pan and 
loosen the clay soil texture. The 
experts say it improves “tilth”. 
Also, thanks to the crushed lime- 
stone, two necessary plant nutri- 
ents are add*d to the soil, calcium 
and magnesium, 

Liming recommendations § call 
for about 100 pounds for a garden 
of 1000 square feet and you should 
plan your use of it so that about 
half is dug under deeply. 

Now we have the garden sur- 
face piled high. Half the fertilizer 
supply for .the season, half the 
limestone, possibly a layer of 
ashes and a layer of some kind of 
organic stuff; they’re all on top 
of what is going to be a better 
battle site for your vegetable 
growing campaign. The total cost 
for all this is small in the long 
run, even if you have to buy a 
bale of peat moss or tobacco 
mulch for the humus addition to 
your 1000 square feet of garden. 


All that stuff that’s on top 
should go way down under. The 
garden with well enriched topsoil 
eight or 10 inches deep, will far 
outyield one of the same size with 
only the surface worked. You 
might try a few limbering-up exer- 
cises indoors before you start the 
spade work of turning that top 
layer way down under, where the 
roots of the vegetables will be 
soon, 

If you want to find out how {m- 
portant this deep-soil working is, 
try this experiment on part of 
your garden. It’s called double- 
digging. You start by spading a 
trench 8 to 12 inches wide and 
about 16 inches deep. The coal 
ashes, lime and some of the or- 
ganic matter and fertilizer should 
be stirred in down deep with some 
of the soil from the next row’s 
digging. Continue this as long as 
your back holds up. 

Now the ground maneuver 
plans are settled and you can start 
the campaign as soon aa the soil 
dries out to proper working con- 
dition. Varieties of vegetable seed 
and starting your plants indoors 
or under glass are next on the list, 
Now, go ahead and dig for vic- 


tory!

DECLARER who has a vul- 
A nerable, redoubled contract on 
his hands, should, of course, 
try to bring it home—but not at 
“~ risk! Consider this case: 
outh, dealer, 
North-South vulnerable, 


South’s redouble was dangerous, 
but the fact remains that the con- 
tract was there for the taking. 
West opened the diamond ace and 
followed up? with the seven. De- 
clarer ruffed, cashed the trump 
ace, and theri, obviowsly deciding 
to risk everything on a 382 di- 
vision of trumps, led a second 
round. West grabbed the trick 
with the queen, cashed the trump 
king—thus leaving declarer with 
one trump—and then led his last 
diamond. Declarer ruffed and was 
able to cash two clubs, but after 
that he was almost through. West 
ruffed the third lead of clubs and 
shrewdly returned a low heart. 
Dummy’s queen whe the last trick 
made by North-South. Down 2200! 

Under the circumstances it was 
suicidal for South to base his play 
on a 3-2 break of trumps. The cor- 
rect line was to lay down the 
spade ace at the third trick and 
then to start running the clubs, 
West would ruff the third round 
~-but how? If he ruffed low, dum- 
my could easily over-ruff. Then 
South could re-enter his own hand 
with a ruff and resume his club 
leading. West would never get 
more than his king and queen of 
trumps. Nor wonld it do Weat 
any good to ruff the third club 
with an honor. Declarer would 
stay “one up” on West in trumps, 
and this would be quite sufficient 
to insure the contract. - 

The difference between the 
proper line of play and the line 
used by declarer was a little mat- 
ter of 3430 points.
